un-Democratic. run splendidly 
principled campaign far. Your idealism, 
your sense of uplift, your determination to 
reintroduce meaning into public debate has 
inspired many.

When Deval Patrick's 
landslide win in 
Tuesday's Democratic guber- 
natorial primary gets parsed 

in the coming days, much 
attention will be paid to the 
ormidable organization 
Patrick built in cities and 
towns across Massachusetts. 
But while his grassroots tri- 
umph is surely noteworthy, 
it’s just part of the story. Pat 
rick organized so effectively 
~ and won the primary by 
such a big margin - 
because of something far 
less tangible: his ability 
to cast his candidacy asa 
collective existential proj- 
ect that transcends mere 
politics. 

Think that sounds hokey? Not when Pat- 
rick’s talking, it doesn’t — and not coinci- 
dentally, this particular message was front 
and center in his post-primary speech at the 
Fairmont Copley Plaza Hotel Tuesday night. 
When Patrick finally took the stage, a little 
after 11 pm, this was the first thing he said: 
“From the very beginning .. . I've asked 
you to see this not as my campaign, but as 
yours. Not as my chance to be governor,

but as your chance to reclaim our civic and 
political future. And that’s why tonight's 
victory is yours.” Then, a few minutes 
later: “Not only did we win at the polls, we 
turned a political campaign into a move- 
ment for change.” Later still, as his speech 
was drawing to a close: “We've already 
changed politics in Massachusetts, but 
this is not the end. This is not the end. At 
most, this is the end of the beginning 

The real change comes when every man, 
woman, and child in this commonwealth 
has a reason to hope.” 

The knock on Patrick’s message is obvi- 
ous: it sounds nice, but it doesn’t actually 
mean anything. Patrick’s Democratic op- 
ponents said as much during the primary, 
and Howie Carr & Co. will hammer away 
at the same point on WRKO-AM from now 
until Election Day. But this critique is too 
facile. this particular point time 
— after the Clinton years, and the Bush 
years, and Mitt Romney’s opportunistic 
stint as Massachusetts governor — the 
notion that politics could actually be en- 
nobling is as exhilarating as it is counter- 
intuitive. Tom Reilly would have trouble 
making this argument convincingly; so 
would Chris Gabrieli. But Patrick is an- 
other story. 

Yeah, his opposition to the voter- 
approved income-tax rollback is a serious 
liability, and Republican nominee Kerry 
Healey is sure to make the most of it be- 
tween now and November. On the other 
hand, opportunities to vote your aspira- 
tions only come along once or twice in a 
lifetime. Patrick gives voters just such a 
chance — and if Tuesday was any indica- 
tion, they’re inclined to take him up on 
it. Healey may be getting more than she 
bargained for.

With the Gabrieli Campaign 


THESE PEOPLE 
DESERVE DRINK! 


Chris Gabrieli spent something like $12 million 
on his campaign, so you’d think he could have 
ponied up for an open bar at his election-night 
event at the Westin Copley Place on Tuesday 
night. It seemed a bit unfair that the volunteers 
who busted their asses all day for him — many 
of them T drivers, ironworkers, corrections 
officers, and other union workers — had to 
shell out $11 for a glass of wine or $7 for a Bud 
Light when they arrived at the Westin ballroom 
(while a couple dozen VIPs got better treat- 
ment upstairs). Most of the volunteers, having 
worked right up to 8 pm when the polls closed, 
arrived after TV38 called the race for Deval 
Patrick at roughly 8:45. They needed drinks. 

The end was quick for Cabrieli supporters. As » 
the polls were closing, top members of hiscam- 
paign team remained, if not exactly optimistic, at 
least hopeful. Turnout was running high — close 
to 900,000, compared with the 650,000 predicted 
by the Secretary of State — and that was supposed, 
to be good for Gabrieli: it meant, presumably, , 
that more unenrolled voters were going to the 
polls, something figured to be his strength. 

Kerry Healey was counting on such a calcula- 
tion too. unsual move the midst op- 
posing party’s primary battle, she attacked 
Gabrieli in a television ad just days before the 
vote, in a bid to convince unenrolled voters to stay 
home on Tuesday and thus help hand the Demo- 
cratic nomination to Patrick — whom political 
observers assume will have a tough time winning 
over middle-of-the-roaders by November. 

But it turned out that many unenrolled vot- 
ers liked Deval Patrick, and came out and voted 
for him. That spelled doom for Cabrieli, and 
can't be good news for Healey. 

Patrick, nonetheless, will need as much help 
as he can get. That means he needs the hard 
work of the disappointed and unhappily sober 
Gabrieli troops, who labored mightily to put on 
a game face on Tuesday night. Certainly 
Gabrieli made a good show of support in his 
concession speech, although seemed less 
enthused about Deval than pissed at Kerry for 
her unseemly — and unsubtle — attempt to 
influence the Democratic primary. 

His supporters didn’t sound exactly eager to 
join the Patrick bandwagon — understandably, 
having just been bested. Many of them said they 
would work for Patrick. But others said they'd 
have to wait and decide. None applauded when 
apparent lieutenant-governor nominee Tim 
Murray, via the big TV screens in the ballroom, 
called out that “the Patrick/Murray team is 
ready to rock and roll!” And they paused before 
clapping tepidly in response to Cabrieli’s call to 
help Patrick win in November. 

That’s to be expected — these folks truly be- 
lieved in their man, and they showed it, cheer- 
ing and chanting “Chris!” and mobbing his 
every footstep. Then, when it was all over, they 
went home defeated. One campaign worker 
could be overheard on his cell phone bemoaning 
what a Patrick victory means: “You might as 
well hand it over to the Republicans.” That man 
needs a free drink.

If you're the head of a major 
record label or movie studio, or if you're a publisher or copyright 
holder, DRM — the blanket term for various new technologies 
that control usage and access to digital music, movies, and 
software — stands for Digital Rights Management. 

But if you’re a consumer, it’s more accurate to say it stands for 
Digital Restrictions Management. (Or, in the case of Soiiy-BMG’s 
rootkit, which deposits all manner intrusive and concealed 
software on a user’s computer, Digital Restrictions Malware.) “It 
prevents you from using the content that you have bought the 
Way you want to,” says Nelson Pavlosky, co-founder of the inter- 
national student movement FreeCulture.org. “And because there 
are laws against circu... “ating this copy protection, uses that 
would otherwise legal suddenly become illegal. wanted 
make a back-up copy of a CD that I bought, which is legal under 
fair use, the DRM physically stops me — and the laws that en- 
force DRM legally stop me.” 

Elizabeth Stark, founder of Free Culture’s Harvard chapter puts 
it plainly: “You should not treat your consumers as criminals.” 

But lately, DRM has become so prevalent — in the songs you 
buy from iTunes, the DVDs you watch, the eBooks you read 
— that some observers fear it stands to permanently strip away 
freedoms we've come to take for granted in the digital age. So, in 
concert with the nationwide Day Against DRM (October 3) that’s 
been announced by DefectiveByDesign.org, Free Culture has an- 
nounced a Down with DRM Video Contest. Your job is simple: 
create a video. Post it online. Spread the word. 

The very idea of the project goes against one of the core 
motivations behind DRM, says Fred Benenson, co-founder of 
Free Culture at NYU. “The entertainment industry loves DRM 
because it manifests the desire to vertically control cultural ex- 
periences — a dream they've had for years. Their ideal is for the 
audience to exist as a passive unit, where we're merely ‘listen- 
ing’ and ‘watching’ rather than actively participating or criticiz- 
ing. DRM grants media corporations the exclusive keys to the 
locks on our own cultural artifacts.” 

If you haven't heard about the more perfidious instances of 
DRM, that may have to do with the fact that most media com- 
panies have a vested interest in it. “Are we gonna get something 
on a major news network about this? Probably not gonna hap- 
pen,” says Harvard's Stark. “But we don’t need to go through 
those channels anymore. Now we have Web sites where people 
can post videos and millions people can view it.” 

The videos will be uploaded on YouTube, MySpace, and 
blogs. “That's how culture travels these days,” says Pavlovsky. 
So grab that digicam. If you want to remix existing video, do it. 
Hell, “if you can convey the anti-DRM message using cardboard 
cutouts and yarn, we'd love to see it,” says Benenson. Ideally, 
the videos should be licensed under the “copyleft” licenses avail- 
able from Creative Commons (creativecommons.org) and Free 
Art (artlibre.org/licence/lal/en/). 

Deadline for submissions is Sunday, October 1. Videos 
should be pithy and catchy. Upload them to the site(s) of your 
choice — YouTube, blip.tv, archive.org, revver.com — and be 
sure to tag them with “downwithdrm” and “dbdoct3.” Then 
e-mail the link to downwithdrm@freeculture.org. Free Culture 
will pick the top five entries and award the winners with a 
Neuros OSD, a way-cool device (at $299) that allows recording of 
iPod-ready MPEG-4 files from analog video input. 

But you're not doing this just for the prize. “DRM is basically 
infringing on our free speech,” says Stark. “This is a threat to 
our culture.”

Still, the Massachusetts political landscape 
may simply not hospitable what he’s 
trying do. “An independent campaign has 
potential when the candidate has lot 
money, which Mihos does, but also when 
there’s widespread dissatisfaction with the 
whole kit and caboodle government,” ar- 
gues Tufts political-science professor Jeffrey 
Berry. really think that’s the case here 
Massachusetts. Republicans are pretty 
comfortable with Kerry Healey, and Demo- 
crats are pretty comfortable, and large, 
with Deval Patrick. see the ground 
being that fertile for major third-party can- 
didate this point time.” 

Still, even Mihos’s final vote total 
small many people expect, could have 
major impact the race. 2002, Mitt 
beat Shannon O’Brien five per- 
centage points. this year’s race similarly 
close, the outcome could hinge where, 
exactly, Mihos gets his votes. Healey sup- 
porters argue that recent polls suggest Mihos 
will get Democratic well Republican 
votes. But given Mihos’s fixation taxes 
and his evident determination bash Kerry 
Healey it’s likely that, come November, 
he’ll damage Healey most. Right now, it’s 
all but impossible imagine scenario 
which Mihos actually wins the election.

hen Brett Rosenberg and I meet for 
an interview in Porter Square, we 
keep getting distracted the sight 


of Al Kooper walking past Bruegger’s Bagel 
Bakery. After a couple of passes, Kooper goes 
into a block of stores nearby, eventually 
emerging with a spiffy new haircut. 

It seems appropriate that a piece of rock 
history should materialize while Rosen- 
berg discusses his mew Drop Dead Air (on his 
own Red Rose label), because pieces of rock 
history also turn 
throughout the album. Asa 
proud fan and 
pop — and a proud cynic 
about whatever's currently 
on the charts — Rosenberg’s 
not shy about referring to 
the music he loves. Like the 
old Rod Stewart albums he'll 
cop owning, the disc has 
fast half and a slow half, with the latter 
borrowing sound textures from the Eagles 
and Fleetwood Mac, the former echoing 
pre-hardcore punk (and more Fleetwood 
Mac, specifically the gonzoid rockers on 
Tusk). And when he rhymes “I've been to 
college” with “I know what the facts is,” 
anyone his wavelength will appreciate 
the Steve Miller reference. 

It all couldn't be more different from 
his previous album with the Brett Rosen- 
berg Problem, last year’s Speed Metal from 
Montreal, which included, among other 
things, the best love song ever to use the 
word “douchebag” in its chorus. Drop Dead 
Air more vintage-model singer-song- 
writer album, sensitive and otherwise. 
Rosenberg entirely drop his smart- 
ass sense of humor, but there’s a vulnera- 
ble side here too. “Absolutely Not” is a clas- 
sic example of how to deploy a hook: the 
chorus makes emotional point every 
time it recurs, as the singer keeps getting 
his hopes about potential relationship 
and then gets shot down anew. It’s the 
kind number that’s gotten him rep 
one the craftier songwriters town. 

Of course, as Rosenberg points out, that 
and buck get you the Creen 
Line. think the song itself losing pow- 
er,” he suggests over coffee at Bruegger’s.

only to stand around at a music 

festival whose headliners were on

This wasn't, after all, Lol- 
lapalooza. But mild surprise, was 
a sold-out event in a fenced-in, two-stage 
area that held close to 7000.

No, the Touch that caught 
ear back in the '80s was a haven for bands 
who scared the hell out me. talk- 
ing Big Black and their scabrous yet surgi- 
cally precise Songs About Fucking, the Butthole 
Surfers and their twisted Locust Abortion Tech- 
nician, and the Scratch Acid/Jesus Lizard ax- 
is, which revolved around the tortured vo- 
cals of David Yow and wave after wave of 
serrated Birthday Party guitars supported by 
rhythm section who sounded they 
were kicking the shit out someone. It’s 
the label that fostered Steve Albini through 
Big Black Rapeman and finally Shellac. 
There was something truly threatening 
about Big Black show. Most punk rock 
made sense; you could trace its roots and 


lineage back something familiar and 
safe. But Big Black defied attempts 
break through their hard outer shell. 
Where the hell was this stuff coming 
from? wonder Chicagoan Liz Phair 
counted herself exile from place she 
called “Guyville” her debut album. 
There weren't a lot of women involved in 
those seminal Touch and bands. And 
you didn’t want take your girlfriend 
see the Butthole Surfers Big Black. 

The highly touted Big Black reunion that 
took place the second night the block 
party was, I’m sorry to say, a bit of letdown. 
Sebastian Durango, who longer wears 
his guitar strapped around his waist like Al- 
bini, broke a string. Jeff Pezzati’s bass 
caused problems whenever hit his distor- 
tion pedal. wasn’t until the final song 
the 20-minute set, “Racer X,” that they 
came close approaching the menace 
old Big Black. The set was, however, a re- 
minder that what with Albini’s harsh, rock- 
vérité lyrics from the dark side, the indus- 
trial wall of guitars, and the relentlessly 
cold drum-machine beats, Big Black had 
created blueprint for Trent Reznor’s down- 
ward spirals. And leave Albini offer 
context where none was needed — which 
he did by reminding us that people assume 
ing happened between the Sex Pistols 
explosion of the ’70s and the Nirvana implo- 
sion the when fact guys like Rusk 
were releasing much the music that 
would feed the alternative nation through- 
out the 

What Albini didn’t mention is that 
though Rusk’s way of doing business (a 
handshake and a small advance) hasn’t 
changed much over the last quarter century, 
Touch and evolved along with the alt- 
rock '90s and has continued to feed on 
emerging trends. That could be the neo- 
new-wave grooves of bands like Eno, Super- 
system, and !!! (not to mention the 
new wave the not quite broken- 
up Girls Against Boys, who showed up to 
play on Friday night) or the alt-country of 
Mekons Sally Timms and Jon Langford, who 
both played quiet solo sets. 

Most notable, perhaps, was the rousing 
response one Touch and Go’s more recent 
signings received late Friday night. Ted Leo, 
singer-songwriter type who got his start 
DC’s mod-punk Chisel, hit a fat classic-rock 
vein with his band the Pharmacists, bring- 
ing mind the Who their most an- 
may hard for some accept 
the idea that the same label that once cham- 
pioned the beautifully damaged mess 
David Yow (who reunited with Scratch Acid 
for set that went right Big Black’s 
went wrong) has now embraced artist 
Oc-friendly Ted Leo. But that’s business. 
And Rusk has built Touch and into suc- 
cessful business not just by sticking to the 
loud, guitar-fueled, confrontational punk 
rock Killdozer but also embracing 
everything from the recently Interscope- 
signed the Radio artists who were 
the beginning the current wave 
confessional singer-songwriters, like Tara 
Jane O'Neil.

When comes singing (jazz and otherwise), the sense the sound

n Stephen Sondheim's old formulation, 
opera about music and musical the- 
ater about words. For years I've had 
listen non-pop fans complain that 
they couldn't understand the words in 
rock songs: “Aren't the words what they’re 
about?” Well, yes and no. I once asked a 
writer whose rock-record review I was edit- 
ing why he didn’t refer to a single lyric. 
“Who listens to the words?” he answered, 
completely serious. knew what meant. 
I needed Pryzbylewski — the decoding ex- 
pert on The Wire — to give me the first line 
of the Stones’ “Brown Sugar.” “I bet you've 
heard that song 500 times, but you never 
knew, Pres asked one episode. 
Yeah, right, but who gave a shit? On the 
other hand, I remember sitting in front of 
the stereo, headphones clamped 
ears, pencil in hand, yellow legal pad on 
my lap, trying to decode the Gun Club’s 
“She’s like Heroin Me.” The same goes 
for the Arctic Monkeys. Something made 
me want to lean in, figure out what the kid 
was drawling that South Yorkshire ac- 
cent. The words were what kept coming 
back. But when in “Mardy Bum” it comes 
time for Alex Turner plead his girl- 
friend that he really does care, he demon- 
strates his devotion with guitar solo. 

It was at PJ Harvey's first Boston-area 
show, at T.T. the Bear’s, that I realized 
how much lyrics can matter when the 
singer cares. I didn’t know what Polly was 
talking about, but I hung on every word of 
the opener (“Dry”?) as she delivered them 
over her one-note guitar picking. It was a 
reminder: yes, singers can more 
than sing notes. They can shape words. 
And even if you don’t know what those 
words mean, the singer can create the illu- 
sion that you do. 

I recently heard a radio interview where 
the cabaret singer Michael Feinstein said 
that Sarah Vaughan, one of the greatest 
singers in the history of jazz — perhaps in 
the history of recorded song — didn’t un- 
derstand the lyrics to “Send In the 
Clowns.” Much of the music derived from 
musical theater really is about the words — 
and that would include the whole 
what's come to be called the Creat Ameri- 
can Songbook. Listen to John Pizzarelli 
sing Sinatra and then listen Sinatra sing 
Sinatra and the difference is clear. Johnny 
Pie sings the words though didn’t 
know what they mean. Sinatra sang “Fly 
the Moon” his life depended 
it. knew what the lyrics meant 
didn’t, he sold ’em. 

R&B singers, many of whom received 
their early training in church choirs, in- 
variably have perfect diction (“R-E-S-P-E-C- 
One only quibbles with 
Barkley’s “Crazy,” a wonderful song by just

about any measure, that despite Cee-Lo’s 
great performance, elides the endings 
some the most emphatic words. was 
out of “touch,” but not because he didn’t 
know “enough.”

Stein, of course, 
with meanings “already abstracted ab- 
sent, was “manna” for Thomson. 

his recent piece Dylan the New 
Yorker, Louis Menand wrote, “It is always

the sound that interests Dylan,” adding 
that was sound more than lyrics that got 
Dylan interested Woody Cuthrie and 
that his lyrics are often little more than 
“placeholders, devices to fit the melody 
and fill out the line.” The meanings? Ab- 
stracted absent. So: the greatest “poet” 
the history rock peddler non- 
sense verse. 

Which isn’t say the words aren’t im- 
portant important for their 
sound for their sense. “Pigeons the 
alas,” they sing the Thomson/ 
Stein opera Four Saints Three Acts. Or, Little 
Richard: “A-wop-bop-a-loo-lop 
boo.” The meaning, in either case, is im- 
plied, even clear. (A vision of the Holy 
Ghost, it’s been said of the Thomson/Stein 
declamation.) 

Three recent jazz vocal CDs stand out 
simply because the sound distinctive. 
Mythologies (Blue Note), Patricia Barber 
She’s lucid, beautiful singer, with 
small range, perfect diction, and great 
ear for text setting. Maybe it’s all those 
words and the narrow range but some 
listeners have told that they think 
her work sing-speech rather than real 
singing. Barber also has great longstand- 
ing back-up with its own sound: her pi- 
ano, electric guitar, bass, drums, and an 
approach that criss-crosses though jazz 
and pop. 

Madeleine Peyroux Perfect 
World (Rounder) continues to mine a vague- 
era sound with acoustic 
band, her own on-the-beat guitar chord- 
ing, and Billie Holiday vocal timbre. 
don’t know about you, but never learned 
song lyric (except maybe “Strange Fruit”) 
from Holiday album. Seduced her 
sound and some the greatest small- 
band jazz the history the music, 
never did sing along. Some the same 
lyrics hold up better on a Chet Baker 
record: flat affect, tone but great pitch, 
and every word there. concert, it’s 
Peyroux’s sound and her improvisatory ap- 
proach that keep you hanging lyrics 
that you probably remember later. 

Cassandra Wilson started the current 
resurgence jazz singing crossover 
success with Blue Light 'Til Dawn (Blue Note) 
1993. That’s when, working with pro- 
ducer Craig Street, she switched from 
being jazz singer the Betty Carter/ 
Sarah Vaughan mode, dropped the stan- 
dard piano/bass/drums backing, and 
mixed her approach with variety 
rootsy acoustic instrumentation and 
broad selection of old roots and blues, new 
pop, and originals. And she had that glori- 
ous contralto voice dark, rich, envelop- 
ing. Finally had place live.

After wending her way through vari- 
ety backgrounds, she’s changed 
again with the new Thunderbird (Blue 
Note), working for the first time with pro- 
ducer Bone Burnett and incorporating 
hip-hop beats and samples and fancy post- 
production. (Wilson will be at the Berklee 
Performance Center this Saturday.) It’s her 
best album in years, I think, and again, 
it’s the sound that makes it. Just about 
every track has firm rhythmic spine, 
hooky verse-chorus turn-arounds, and a 
wealth percolating sonic detail that 
nudges the material along without over- 
whelming it. The first tune, “Going 
Mexico,” starts with a tinkling keyboard 
riff and continues with what sounds like 
male backing vocals tripping along with 
rhythmic “bong” call-and-response with 
the piano. (No vocals besides Wilson’s are 
credited, but there’s a sample from the 
Wild Tchoupitoulas’s Mardi Gras anthem 
“Hey Pocky A-Way.”) Then heavy drum 
beat and Wilson’s voice: “Yellow sun/In 
the distance/Turnin’ pretty golden 
brown/Smoke and rum/Is my mission/ 
Happiness all need right now.” It’s all 
sung Wilson’s upper register, center- 
stage, her voice coming double-tracked 
the word “happiness” and then second 
and third Wilsons joining her from stage 
left and right. 

Throughout the album, Burnett plays 
with voice, moving all around 
the soundstage. “Come on all, ya'll, let’s 
go,” she says from the next room 
“Go Mexico” before the piece lifts off 
the out-chorus Spanish and happy bab- 


ble. “Heh, heh, yeah,” 
she laughs Willie 
Loved.” Wilson some- 
times has seemed dan- 
ger of becoming an impe- 
rious diva — impressive, 
but fun. Here she’s 
loose, spontaneous, 
sexy. The production 
as controlled as ever, but 
Burnett thought to save 
those laughs and shouts 
from various takes and 
use them. And ona 
straightforward piece 
like the traditional “Easy 
Rider,” the instrumenta- 
tion clears dramatic 
space for Wilson when 
counts: “The man | love, 
you know must out 
town.” 

When talk Wilson 
the phone about Thun-

The rise indie cult the singer-songwriter

uiet is the new loud, pretty is the 
new rocking, and acoustic the 
new electric. 2006, the primary 
model for new emerging artists 
least within the microverse 
that American independent music 
the solo singer-songwriter expressing his 
her inner life through the performance 
self-penned compositions. many 
ways, this shocking development. 
Even after hardcore slowed and thickened 
into indie rock proper, remained arti- 
cle of faith that volume, distortion, and 
aggression not mention the rock-band 
format itself were immutable virtues. 
few subdued souls Will Oldham, Lois 
Maffeo thrived, but old slogan 
Lester captured the still-prevailing 
attitude: “James Taylor Must Die.” 

But 2006, the likes Bright Eyes’ 
Conor Oberst, Sufjan Stevens, and Joanna 
Newsome rule the indie roost. The center 
has shifted far that even sur- 
vivors make common cause with the new 
quietude. Steve Albini records such acousti- 
cally based acts as Danielson and Nina Nas- 
Young God Records, helmed 


Swans’ Michael Gira, abets the post-Dono- 
van musings Devendra Banhart. Veteran 
labels traffic feather-light sounds that 
have made past demo-listening 
day decade ago: Touch and has its Coco 
Rosie, Sub Pop its Iron & Wine. 

And Kill Rock Stars has The Sound the Hare 
Heard, a 21-cut introduction to what its own 
sticker terms “the new breed American 
songwriter.” It’s not the first time the Port- 
land (Oregon) label has defined a subcultur- 
moment: its very name comes from 
1990 compilation that set riot Bikini 
Kill and Year Bitch alongside the less 
confrontational Melvins and pre-Nevermind 
Nirvana. The present collection 
more distant mood and sound.

Smith was once-in-a-generation 
songwriter whose gifts shone forth more 
clearly on solo releases like 1998's Either/Or 
than they ever did his run-of-the-mill 
“real band,” Heatmiser. (He was also a 
meticulous melodist and home recordist; 
his turn-arounds, the minute harmonic 
transitions that join sections of a song, 

There’s no telling how many current 
practitioners Smith inspired unplug, 
though few are foolish enough ape his 
style directly. The naked confessionalism 
that was his stock-in-trade certainly has its 
place the current climate, albums like 
the Arcade Fire’s 2004 sleeper Funeral (Merge) 
and the Mountain Goats’ critically acclaimed 
The Sunset Tree (4AD), a disc that’s made 
singer-songwriter John Darnielle cult star 
(he headlines the Middle East downstairs 
this Tuesday), and the new Mountain Goats 
album, Get Lonely (4AD), one of the more ea- 


“perly awaited indie discs of the year. (Full 


disclosure: part Darnielle’s rotating 
Mountain Goats line-up, performed The 
Sunset Tree.) But torn-from-life revelations are 
Tare on The Sound the Hare Heard. Instead, auto- 
biography filtered through fantasy, 
Laura Veirs’s nautical love song “Cast a Hook 
in Me,” or the Moore Brothers’ “Waves of 
Wonder,” which reimagines moment 
maternal comfort: “You came and snatched 
the hurricane your hair.” Other 
writers pursue vague spirituality (Devin 
Davis’s “When the Angels Lift Our Eyelids 
the Morning,” Jeff Hanson’s “Daylight”) or, 
more hearteningly, political concerns. Si- 
mone American Way” takes its 
name from the Vietnamese name for the 
Vietnam war; Sufjan slight, deftly 
arranged “Adlai Stevenson” (yet another 
nois outtake) gets bite from a liner note iden- 
tifying the song’s subject “the last man 
political virtue.” 

Relatively seasoned artists like Stevens, 
Meloy, and the long-underrated Danielle 
have carved out individual styles 
within their chosen borders; this is- 
always the case with the compilation’s 
lesser-knowns. Tracks Creat Lake Swim- 
mers, Wooden Wand, and Owen McCarthy 
drift innocuously and interchangeably. 
Four the disc’s nine female performers 
(and none of its male ones) sing from be- 
hind piano rather than guitar. these, 
Essie Jain, Corrina Repp and Aliccia issue 
directly from Laura Nyro and Carole King. 

The fourth, Nedelle, something else 
again. Simply played but harmonically 
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cagy, her “Poor Little City Boy” is an ab- 
surd vignette about a kid whose heart 
stops dead upon sighting baby grizzly 
bear, but its point the chorus’s pleading 
commentary the verses’ narrative mo- 
mentum: “Oh no, don’t tell me what 
comes next/Oh no, let make the 
rest.” She’s one of the disc’s few writers 
who displays the kind critical awareness 
craft and convention that might allow 
“the new breed” unearth something 
new their well-tramped path; coinci- 
dence that she’s also one the few witha 
discernible sense of humor. 

Another precursor of present-day indie 
manners always kept its self-critical dis- 
tance. the early Sebadoh were re- 
sponsible for both the most delicate acoustic 
miniatures around and the sharpest debunk- 
ings of the harder, harsher bands with 
whom they co-existed. Never a one-man 
show, Lou Barlow’s first home-taped collabo- 
rations with Eric Gaffney were part the Di- 
nosaur Jr. bassist’s escape valve. With the ad- 
dition of Jason Lowenstein, Sebadoh became 
an unorthodox power trio in their own right, 
announcing themselves with the scene- 
puncturing seven-inch “Gimme Indie Rock” 
(“It's a new generation of electric white-boy 
blues!”) and 1991's Sebadoh III, a double album 
modeled on earlier punk benchmarks Zen Ar 
cade and Double Nickels on the Dime. 

The original was sprawling 23-track 
affair; a recent two-disc reissue on Domino 
adds another 18. Both veer from wanky 
mockery of the excesses of former Barlow 
band mate J Mascis to poised, inventively 
tuned balladeering. “Kath” and “Per- 
verted World,” Barlow sounds so thin- 
skinned, you fear for his nerve endings; 
Gaffney, meanwhile, externalizes his 
demons into imagery (“I know sorcery, it’s 
miserable/I know violet teeth to pull”) that 
would do any freak folkie proud. (Lowen- 
stein contributes well, though would- 
come until his own full songwrit- 
ing partner until later the band’s career.) 

At times, the album sounded (and still 
sounds) like several solo projects shuffled 
into one, but when everybody pulled to- 
gether, the results could stunning: lead 
track “The Freed Pig” among the indis- 
pensable songs its day. Beneath Barlow’s 
ambivalent kiss-off to Mascis, there’s a sen- 
timent anyone ever felt complicit 
his own betrayal should grasp: “Now you 
will free/With sick people tugging 
your sleeve.” The new release’s extra disc in- 
cludes an early four-track demo; as finally 
arranged by the band, the song comes out 
both sweet and bitter, pretty and rocking. 
The reissue’s liner notes show that this bal- 
ance last: Gaffney, who left soon 
after pleased thank the other mem- 
bers for playing “my band.” But fora 
time, Sebadoh flourished by letting several 
creative voices combine and even conflict 
single name. The current crop 
singer-songwriters could learn something 
from that crucialtension.

I feel bad for Julian Casablancas, strange as that may sound. 
Tagged rock-and-roll savior following the success the 
Strokes’ debut, IsThis (RCA), faced immense pressure 
live up to the media's exaggerated promise. For the follow- 
up, rather than taking a cue from his hero Kurt Cobain and 
making his own In Utero, Casablancas took the safe route 
and rewrote the first album. On their third effort, this 
year's First Impressions of Earth (RCA), the Strokes sound like a 
band desperate to “evolve” or “mature,” overreaching to re- 
spond to the cries of “This is it all over again” that greeted 
Room on Fire. And despite the love that the Bank of America 
Pavilion crowd showed him week ago Tuesday, people 
singing and dancing and screaming at the start and the end 
all songs the band squeezed into their 80-minute set, 
Casablancas was sheepish, repeatedly murmuring: “I hope 
having fun. going get sick us.”

Ward didn’t look from under his baseball cap 
till he’d gotten through few songs, tapping out key- 
board lines, leaning over the mic nonchalantly, singing 
muddy, sunken drawl. was aided versatile 
band with two drummers, former Decemberist Rachel 
Blumberg and Jordan Hudson, who doubled on xylo- 
phone. Blumberg and Hudson locked into powerful 
groove for the soldier’s lament “Requiem.”

Steve Zaillian can’t put the King’s Men together again

Back 1962, crotchety, revered film critic 
Manny Farber came with two categories 
movies: white elephant and termite. 
When studios self-consciously try grind 
out work art, they generally turn 
white elephant, all earnest pretension 
with nothing inside. When hard-boiled 
genre director turns out inspired film, 
it’s termite movie, burying beneath its 
conventional surface germs genius that 
burrowing viewer can discover. 

These days lucky find either 
kind movie, except this time year, 
when the Oscar-aspiring elephants start 
waddling out. First line All the King’s 
Men, Steve Zaillian’s adaptation of the 1946 
Robert Penn Warren novel. 

It’s not the first time the book has 
been turned into elephant. Robert 
Rossen’s 1949 adaptation picked up Best 
Picture and slew other Oscars but has 
some termite appeal it, maybe because 
takes queasy noirish turn. Zaillian 
says he’s never seen it. had, 
might have realized that order make 
this elegant doorstop work movie, 
it’s necessary abandon almost every- 
thing that makes work literature: 
language, depth, complexity. 

For better worse, Zaillian remains 
faithful to the text, starting in medias res 
with the Warren-written voiceover narra- 
tion Jack Burden (Jude Law, bland but 
beguiling, the best thing about the film), 
modernist everyman. Burden’s eloquent, 
existential whining provides lulling 
background rides with Willy Stark 
(Sean Penn, pissed off from beginning 
end), the populist and increasingly cor- 
rupt governor, the home Judge Stan- 
ton (Anthony Hopkins, reprise 
John Quincy Adams Amistad), the quin- 
tessential honorable man. The judge has 
stood Willy, and Jack, for whom the 
judge was father figure, must get him 
back down. 

Hold that thought, because have 
lot backtracking do, the day when 
Jack, then a hard-drinking, underachiev- 
ing reporter, first meets Willy, then 
idealist hick defying the rotten local politi- 


cal machine. Willy’s run for gover- 
nor, when he’s the last one to catch on 
that he’s being played for sap the 
same hacks he’s trying throw out 
office. And when catches the 
game and victory and power and money 
and compromises and scantily clad ice- 
skaters follow. And back again to Jack’s 
idyllic memory teenage Anne Stanton 
(Kate Winslet), paragon all that’s unat- 
tainable and pure, swimming the 
moonlight as he and her brother, the fu- 
ture doctor and moral scold Adam (Mark 
Ruffalo), look on. 

It’s lot keep track and kind 
gets the way other things, like mak- 
ing movie. Zaillian gives workout 
the elements that make this book such 
favorite with high-school English teach- 
ers: the neat symbolism, the themes of 
good and evil, guilt and innocence. But 
the ideas remain abstract, times 
lathered and fustian the inescapable 
James Horner score. Occasionally, All the 
King’s Men does offer tidbit that will get 
the termites burrowing, like the bit 
business the very end with the blood 
and the Louisiana state seal. genius?

All the King's Men in a lit class remembers 
at the very least that it was set in the '30s dur- 
ing the Depression.

And | had it like that in the 
film too for while, and saw that that scene 
with the judge was such an important scene, 
such a great scene, it’s like a five-minute scene, 
but nobody really knows the characters well 
enough understand what was going on. 
just saving the idea of going out there but not 
showing what happens until later in the film, sort 
catching with the story midway through 
the film at that point, that was one of the things 


that came out, that happened in the editing.”

“It's not the best thing the world re- 
make great films,” Zaillian acknowledges. “Like,

in the room. It was a big liability, the fact that it 
[the old version] existed. The only way could 
deal with was not even see it. Luckily 
hadn't already seen it. 

“But there are a lot of people out there who 
only know about the film; they haven't actually 
seen it. They know that was Oscar-winning 
film, important film, great film. But was 
50 years ago. It's still a basic story. It's about 
what we all go through, from idealism to cyni- 
cism to a combination of the two and then 
tragedy at the end.”

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»®® ABOUT A BOY | 2002 | Paul 
d Chris Weitz, creators of the 

scatological and moralistic American 
Pie, take on Nick Hornby's novel be- 
wailing his prolonged adolescence, 
but credit for this movie's success 
goes largely to Hugh Crant, who 
discards the guise of the lovable 
buffoon and acknowledges not the 
neglected child but the incorrigible 
cad within. His Will is a London 
slacker with a trust fund but noth- 
ing to talk to women about once the 
conversation turns to “So what do 
you do?” So he pretends to be a sin- 
gle dad with an imaginary son. 
Meanwhile 12-year-old Marcus 
(Nicholas Hoult) has a single moth- 
er, Fiona (Toni Collette), who refus- 
es to let him indulge in the con- 
sumerist pop culture that allows for 
peer acceptance. It’s only fair that 
Will and Marcus should become en- 
tangled, and that Will's fiction of 
being a father should come true, 
sort of, and turn him into the kind 
of man worthy of the girl of his 
dreams. Their inarticulate bonding 
has a crude, convincing, sometimes 
hilarious grace. The women, on the 
other hand, get short shrift: Col- 
lette’s Fiona is a whiner, Rachel 
Weisz’s dream gir! is just that, and 
Ellie (Nat Castiain Tena), Marcus's 
punker pal from the novel, is al-

1951 | A sunny MCM musical built 
around the music of George Gersh- 
win. Gene Kelly gives his best per- 
formance as the brash American 
painter in Paris; he also dances an 
unforgettable pas de deux with 
Leslie Caron to “Love Is Here To 
Stay.” With Oscar Levant as Kelly's 
composer pal, Nina Foch as his 
American patroness, and Ceorges 
Guetary, whose performance of “I'll 
Build a Stairway to Paradise” 
defined American audiences’ no- 
tion of French urbanity in the ‘sos 
as surely as Chevalier did in the 
"30s. The intended highlight, a 20- 
minute ballet to the “American in 
Paris” suite designed in the styles of 
half a dozen Impressionist painters, 
is overloaded and pretentious, but 
the rest of the film is in the light- 
hearted Cershwin spirit.

It’s a good lesson for 
Lucas (Zach Tyler), an introverted

(the “dreaded yellow rain”), an ant 
wizard (Nicolas Cage) shrinks him 
down to size and takes him prison- 
er. His sentence — handed down by 
Meryl Streep as the wise queen — is 
to learn the ways of the ant and 
find his role in the colony. Frogs, 
wasps, and honeydew poo ensue. A 
lot more fun than it should have 
been, The Ant Bully offers more char- 
acter and appeal than its predated 
cousins, Antz and A Bug's Life.

Although 
tinged with irony, the early scenes 
are expansive, lyrical, utopian, 
with graceful camera movements 
that pay tribute to the landscape. 
With the departure of the landown- 
er’s son for military service, the 
mood darkens. Abdullatif Abdul- 
Hamid’s film is a strangely shaded 
variation on the kind of smooth 
simulacrum of unanimity that Sovi-

BARNYARD: THE ORIGINAL 
PARTY ANIMALS | 2006 | Remem- 
ber those Far Side cartoons in which 
the cows act like cows only for the 
sake of the farmer and in reality are 
just like us? Steve Oedekerk’s slickly 
animated film offers a lame spin on 
this flimsy premise. Otis (Kevin 
James of King of Queens) is a carefree 
cow who likes mischief and tub- 
thumping techno music. But when 
Farmer Brown away, Otis’s father, 
Ben (Sam Elliott), is killed in an en- 
counter with some coyotes, leaving 
Otis as the reluctant new protector 
of the barnyard. Most kids’ movies 
have little educational value; this 
syrupy and annoying Lion King 
knockoff has none. Otis and his old 
man, for instance, have udders. 
And when Otis and a handful of 
delinquent cow pals go for a 
joyride, they get “drunk” on a six-

®® THE BLACK DAHLIA | 2006 | 
Brian De Palma’s adaptation of the 
James Ellroy novel maintains a 
pulpy clarity to start with, but once 
the body turns up, the movie turns 
into, well, a De Palma movie, with 
its narrative absurdities, its stylistic 
excesses, its hammy acting. As 
LAPD officer Dwight “Bucky” Ble- 
ichert, a young cop resourceful and 
disillusioned beyond his years, Josh 
Hartnett comes off as squeaky and 
callow, his first-person narration no 
match for Ellroy’s brawny prose. a 
crane shot starts with the two pro- 
tagonists, LAPD officer (Josh Hart- 
nett) and Sergeant Lee Blanchard 
(Aaron Eckhart), at a stakeout. As 
his partner, the volatile veteran Lee 
Blanchard, Aaron Eckhart seems 
glib and inconsequential. As the 
damaged and enigmatic Kay, Scar- 
lett Johansson pursues her vocation 
as the screen's most overrated and 
annoying actress. The Dahlia her- 
self (Mia Kirschner) is present only 
in ghostly black-and-white “screen 
tests,” with De Palma’s voice off 
screen creepily calling out direc- 
tions and prying into her inadequa- 
cies, dreams, and delusions. What 
‘omes off as hard-boiled (despite its 
extravagance) in Ellroy is only half- 
baxed here. And no De Palma film 
would be complete without a Rube 
Coldberg-like “tour-de-force” se- 
quence, or most depressing, a cli- 
max disclosing his abject misogyny.

atric fluff fest begs the question “Is 
there sex after 60?”

(Brenda Vaccaro, husky in voice and 
body) loses her hubby to a senseless 
accident, she joins a bereavement 
club run by her ritzy Florida retire- 
ment community. She's befriended 
by fellow widows Lois (Dyan Can- 
non, emaciated) and Sandy (Sally 
Kellerman, skeletal but aging 
gracefully) and widowers Jack (Len 
Cariou) and Harry (Joseph Bologna), 
all trying to sort out their love lives. 
When Lois hooks up with hunky 
Don (Michael Nouri), she flaunts 
her youthful sexiness in her friend's 
faces; meanwhile, Jack's use of Via- 
gra is played for cheap laughs. Deal- 
ing with real issues like 
Alzheimer's, poverty, and family 
estrangement might have given 
depth to this shameless effort; me, 
I'd have settled for a frank depiction 
of sexuality. The vintage cast is 
fine, but Seidelman’s fairy-tale 
staging and perky pacing get old

Adapting Thomas Burke's novel The 
Chink and the Child, D.W. Griffith 
came up with a film so delicate it 
seems to have been made on a sin- 
gle breath. Lillian Cish plays the 
brutalized daughter of a boxer (Don- 
ald Crisp). Her fragile beauty at- 
tracts the admiration of a tender 
Chinese man (Richard 
Barthelmess), who is living, like 
her, in abject poverty in London's 
Limehouse district. Although it’s 
possible to trace the German Ex- 
pressionist school of filmmaking to 
this single picture, the ironies fall 
gently, and the theme — the strug- 
gle between innocence and brute 
force — is Dickensian. Cish and 
Barthelmess give exquisite perform- 
ances; one of her scenes (she’s 
locked in a closet by her father) may 
be the purest expression of terror in

®®® BROTHERS OF THE HEAD | 
2005 | This film from Keith Fulton 
and Louis Pepe isn’t your everyday 
mock documentary. It's based on a 
novel by Brian Aldiss (who appears 
played by an actor) that contains 
footage from another fictitious doc- 
umentary and from an unfinished 
fictitious fictional version of the 
same material directed by Ken Rus- 
sell (who appears played by him- 
self). Fulton and Pepe obviously 
picked up a tip or two from Terry 
Cilliam in their non-mock-docu- 
mentary on him, Lost in La Mancha. 
Then there's the subject matter. 
Siamese twins joined at the chest, 
Barry (Luke Treadaway) and Tom 
(Harry Treadaway) Howe are con- 
tent to live in isolation in a remote 
seaside nook of England called the 
Head. In the mid '7os, however, an 
entrepreneur desperate for a hit 
novelty act “discovers” them, and 
they're groomed as punk-rockers. 
It's kind of like Spinal Tap with a 
shared liver and no laughs. As in 
Mark and Michael Polish’s Twin Falls 
Idaho, trouble comes in the form of 
a femme fatale who falls in love 
with one brother and wants to split 
up the band. Brothers of the Head gives 
evidence of the filmmakers’ inten- 
sity and talent as it ranges from the

®© CARS | 2006 [This noisy ani- 
mated paean to NASCAR and Route 
66 gets mired in the middle laps on 
a grippy track. Young hellspawn

into chain-gang duty in a back- 
woods burg; he (and we) can’t es- 
cape until the local highway is 
blacktopped and lessons are 
learned.

vard, and perpetrate even more de- 
vious deeds. At this fictitious board- 
ing school, they're known as the 
“Sons of Ipswich.”

Aspiring jour- 
nalist Andy Sachs (Anne Hath- 
away) falls into “the job a million 
girls would kill for”: personal as- 
sistant to Miranda Priestly (Meryl 
Streep), editor-in-chief of Runway 
magazine and the kingmaker of 
the fashion world. Miranda treats 
Andy more like an ass than like an 
assistant, and the long hours and 
haute couture lifestyle threaten 
the ingénue’s personal relation- 
ships. Frankel preserves the 
punchy tone and pace of the origi- 
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nal but plays it Hollywood safe: 
Andy is ethnically neutral rather 
than Jewish, her beau a chef 
rather than an inner-city school- 
teacher.

There's plenty of nostalgia in this 
animated baseball fantasy based 
on Howard Jonas’s boyhood yarn. 
For one thing, it’s directed by the 
late Christopher Reeve, along with 
Colin Brady and Dan Pierre. For 
another, it’s set in the Depression 
era of Babe Ruth and the Yankees 
and the Cincinnati Tigers of the 
Negro League. Yankee Irving (Jake 
T. Austin) can’t hit a lick in sand- 
lot games, but when the Babe's 
bat gets stolen and the boy’s dad, 
a Yankees clubhouse attendant, 

is fired, young Irving sets off on 

a cross-country journey to retrieve 
the bat and revive the Yankees’ 
faltering hopes of beating the 
Cubs in the World Series. (They 
actually swept the Cubbies in 
"32.) Hero gets away with animat-

hen Radio Golf, the last link

the musicality and rich spiritual patina 
finest work, nonetheless po- 
tent and unusually straightforward for 
the playwright, whose style could digres- 
sive.

Doug Wright’s Pulitzer-winning “one- 
woman show performed by a man,” [Am My 
Own Wife, is not as inseparable from the actor 
on which it was built, Jefferson Mays, as 
bobrauschenbergamerica from And Amer- 
ican Repertory Theatre stalwart Thomas Der- 
tah, who slips into German transvestite 
Charlotte von Mahisdorf’s black dress and 
pearls for Boston Theatre Works (at Zero Ar- 
row Theatre through October 8), is a versatile 
actor who throws himself body and soul into 
Wright’s beautifully crafted “portrait of an 
enigma,” its subject a cross-dressing gay 
man who somehow survived both the Nazis 
and the East German Communists without 
trading in his frock for jackboots. But for 
those who witnessed indelible per- 
formance, it’s not exactly the right body and 
soul. There is a speech in the play in which a 
psychiatrist (one of 34 other characters as- 
sayed by the actor portraying Charlotte) 
bases phony-baloney diagnosis autism 
on Charlotte's almost metronomic cadences 
— which Mays, working with Wright's taped 
interviews, captured exactly. Derrah’s Char- 
lotte more masculine and robust, without 
the character’s prim precision. seems 
more an actor than Mays, whose tour-de- 
force turn was more act chameleonic 
being. Still, the performance has its 
strengths.

There are many old conflicts being played 
out the argument over whether there’s 

difference between pornography and eroti- 
ca: male versus female; images versus 
words; explicitness versus suggestion. 
Pornography tends to be associated with the 
first half those oppositions, erotica with 
the second. At bottom (or top), the difference 
between porn and erotica, a difference I 
don’t believe exists, is a class argument, 
with proponents the latter claiming their 
sexual fantasies and desires are more refined 
and enlightened than those the obviously 
coarser orders. Their position could 
summed this imagined distinction: “If 
puts mind being fed ripe grapes 
erotica; gives you hard-on, it’s porn.” 

Lost Girls, the new slipcased three-volume 
work by writer Allan Moore (Watchmen, V for 
Vendetta, From Hell) and illustrator Melinda 
Gebbie, is out to destroy those distinctions. 
Being graphic novel, gives equal weight 
images and words. Being collaboration be- 
tween man and takes sexual 
fantasies beyond the provenance any one 
sex orientation. Most all, being both el- 
egant and explicit, refined and raunchy, 
aims obliterate the idea that there’s dif- 
ference between pornography and erotica. 
Lost Girls proudly self-proclaimed porn that 
appeal our imaginations well 
as our bodies. Moore and Gebbie want to 
leave their readers wet, hard, and dreaming.

Bible, and it’s fitting symbol for Lost Girls, 
whose authors have fashioned themselves 
evangelists the erotic. 

And also, you might say, cultural 
archivists. The three principals Lost Girls are 
the wealthy Alice, aging but still sexually 
active lesbian returned Europe from South 
Africa, where her family had sent her over- 
see their diamond mine and rid them- 


selves the scandal she’d brought upon 
them; Dorothy, rich and horny young 
American; and Wendy, the reserved bour- 
geois English wife stuffy older man, 
engineer who’s ignorant his wife’s desires 
and women’s desires general. These three 
are also the heroines of the most famous 
works by, respectively, Lewis Carroll, Frank 
Baum, and James Barrie. Making one an- 
other's social, and then sexual, acquain- 
tance, they spin out the tales of their individ- 
ual sexual awakenings. other words, how 
each one ventured through the looking glass, 
onto the yellow brick road, into Neverland. 

What Moore has done here version 
what does his ongoing series The League 
Extraordinary Gentlemen, which the likes 
Dr. Jekyll, Captain Nemo, Mina Harker, Al- 
lan Quartermain, and Griffin, the scientist 
from The Invisible Man, form Victorian 
crimefighting team. Just the League series 
is an alternate history of some of the most fa- 
characters from imaginative litera- 
ture, Lost Girls nudges the plots Carroll, 
and Barrie that they become sexual 
metaphors. Dorothy’s first orgasm illus- 
trated panel her with her fingers be- 
tween her legs falling head first into torna- 
high above her Kansas farmhouse while 
Toto and Model-T swirl nearby sex turns 
her world upside down. Peter Pan 
teenage whom Wendy and her broth- 
ers encounter the park; Captain Hook 
the friend her father’s who molests her.

Moore and Gebbie are including material 
with the idea of alarming their readers, and 
they want us to question our alarm. In the or- 
gy scene, as M. Rougeur reads aloud from his 
White Book a tale of an incestuous family, a 
participant expresses discomfort. Rougeur 
answers that what reading are fictions 
and that “only madmen and magistrates can- 
not discriminate between them.” And the 
point is reiterated when Dorothy and Wendy 
find themselves increasingly excited Alice 
tells them tales sexual degradation. 

The point being made, course, that 
should free our fantasies and that 
thoughts are not deeds. The problem with 
Lost Girls that, spreads the gospel 
pleasure, preaching exists side side here 
with the priapic.

Sir Peter Hall, founder the 
Royal Shakespeare Company, pounds the 
table Greenwich Village restaurant, “rat- 
tling the silverware precise iambic pen- 
tameter,” insists the momentary 
“PAUSE” the end each Bardic verse; Bar- 
Edelstein, director the Classic Stage 
Company New York, wins the author’s 
approval with his refinement 
as “the moment the actor, as the character, 
takes think the next line.” There’s John An- 
drews, editor the original-spelling Every-

SPECIAL-INTEREST GROUPS ARE THE KIBITZERS THE 
POLITICAL GAME, CIRCLING THE TABLE, LOOKING 
CARDS, OFFERING UNWANTED ADVICE. THESE 


advocacy outfits called 527 groups 
after the section the Internal 
Revenue Service code that regulates 
them — enjoy tax-exempt status, no 
financial-disclosure requirements, 
and the anonymity names such 
“Citizens For More American Fu- 
ture,” which could represent anyone 
from the NRA the NBA. 

The most notorious third-party 
group recent memory was the in- 
aptly named Swift Boat Veterans for 
Truth, whose drive-by campaign 
helped sink the presidential fanta- 
sies Senator John Kerry (D-See 
You in Six Years). 

This being off-year election, 
advocacy groups are free focus 
state races, including Massachusetts. 
So, how about big Bay State wel- 
come for the Patriot Majority Fund, 

a coalition of Local 1199 of the Service 
Employees International Union, the 
Democratic Governor’s Association, 
and the International Brotherhood 
Electrical Workers. 

The Patriot Majority mélange has 
jumped into the gubernatorial rumpus 
with commercial attacking GOP 
standard-bearer Kerry Healey. The 
group reportedly could spend 
million Election Day. 

The 30-second Patriot Majority 
spot accuses Healey abusing her 
position lieutenant governor 
“using state employees staff her 


political events and state police es- 
corts avoid traffic.” Beyond that, 
“Healey opposed property tax relief 
for seniors. She said they were, 
quote, ‘overhoused’.” 

Then the spot gets little dicey. The 
narrator says, “Healey and [Governor 
Mitt] Romney even tried cut millions 
from public education,” but the 
screen superimposed “cut millions 
from public education” not “tried 
cut millions.” 

Why the hedge the voiceover? 
Maybe because the 2004 budget 
actually proposed increase 
K-12 school spending (which the leg- 
islature cut) and a smaller cut in higher 
education than state lawmakers even- 
tually approved. 

its Web site Patriot Majority has 
provided boatload “Documenta- 
tion Citations,” even the point 
the statement “Kerry 
Healey just doesn’t get it.” (See Mike 
Barnicle, Boston Herald: “Kerry Healey 
simply clueless.”) But the docu- 
mentation for the public-education 
cuts (“Romney Often Casts Himself 
Budget Hero But Speeches Omit 
Some Important Detail,” Boston Clobe, 
October 24, 2005) used way that 
could called pick one selective, 
misleading, deceptive. 

But certainly not earth-shatter- 
ing. Even so, the question is, what 
standards fairness and accuracy

“They have have proper documen- 
tation citing source and have the pa- 
it,” said Ginny Lund, director of public 
Telations at WHDH-TV, which is airing 
the Patriot Majority ad. 

spokeswoman directed 
our attention to the station’s Web 
site, which describes the guide- 
lines for candidate and advocacy 
ads: “If, in our sole discretion, the 
management feels that 
the content and presentation 
outside the bounds responsible 
content for this marketplace, the 
commercial(s) will be subject to re- 
jection.” 

Right, but what does “outside the 
bounds” mean? And, given that the 
Patriot Majority currently run- 
ning does that mean fudging 
the facts inside the bounds? press 
time, we were still waiting for an an- 
swer from CBS4. 

But did get one from Charles 
Kravetz, vice-president news and sta- 
tion manager NECN, which also 
running the spot. “Political ads can get 
away with an awful lot before you start 
stifling political speech,” Kravetz said. 
That’s because “if there’s shred 
truth, if they’re not absolutely uncon- 
testably untruthful,” said Kravetz, you 
have wave them through. 

Kravetz added that he’s not re- 
sponsible for making the decisions 
about what spots run don’t run 
NECN. But you can understand why 
station executives general would 
reluctant dive into refereeing 
candidate ads, which are self-correct- 
ing for the most part, with attack and 
counterattack normally running 
lockstep. It’s the third-party ads that 
seem straddle the line: anonymous 
money making anonymous charges 
with little fear backlash. 

Healey campaign spokeswoman 
Amy Lambiaso said, “We have to make 
sure that there’s always accurate infor- 
mation put out the public. know 
special interests] are going spend 
millions trying smear our record.” 

When asked the Healey cam- 
paign supported more stringent 
standards for third-party ads both 
sides, Lambiaso repeated her state- 
ment. fact, she gave the same 
answer every question asked. 
Which the latest way saying “no 
comment” without saying it. 

Regardless, giving plenty 
eight-to-five that Healey’s third-party 
supporters will have some very pointed 
the Patriot Majority before 
you know it.

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IRISH Peter Behrens 
says his book has 
political agenda. 


ore that 150 years after the fact, 
the Irish Famine the Great 
understood. Considering its 
stunning death toll (as many 
one million) and the rippling geopoliti- 
cal and demographic after-shocks caused 
the exodus many two million souls 
to the US, the UK, Canada, and Australia, it 
still gets surprisingly little attention. 

Many are aware images expelled 
tenant farmers, cadaverous, ravaged with 
fever, dying the roadsides with grass- 
stained mouths; tales feasting landlords 
who shipped food out the country; and 
the coffin ships. But Peter Behrens’s debut 
novel, The Law of Dreams (Steerforth Press), 
goes beyond such surface understanding. 
It’s not only sprawling, cinematic, exqui- 
sitely detailed, exactingly researched, and 
keenly felt, it’s also powerful work exca- 
vation that achieves what historical fiction 
often can’t credibility, along with sense 
the transportive. 


HISTORY 

The blight comes quickly. Walking home 
one night, Fergus notices the smell: power- 
ful, horrible, like the scent open grave. 


Reaching his plot, Fergus immediately saw 
that his plants, healthy and green that morning, 
were withered and black. Falling his knees, 
pulled one up, then another, then another. The 
potatoes clinging the roots were shriveled and 
wet. dug every plant the row and the 
potatoes were nothing, purple balls poison, and 
heard neighbors’ screams floating the dark. 


wasn't long before the true toll phy- 
tophthora infestans became horrifically appar- 
ent. Behrens unsparing describes 
the slow wasting away, the “bitter taste 
iron and salts”

dehydrated tongues, the hair loss, accompa- 
nied, with grotesque irony, simultaneous 
on victims’ foreheads, cheeks, and hands. 

When family killed, he’s 
remanded to a fever-ridden workhouse. He 
escapes and falls with mob 
children, running wild across the bogs of 
west-central Ireland, thirsting for revenge. 
He heads to Dublin, then to the teeming 
streets Liverpool, the railways Wales, 
and finally onto a crowded, stinking ship 
toward “the Boston states.” 

that sounds like familiar story, it’s told 
here like other. When visit Behrens his 
home near the coast in Brooklin, Maine (E.B. 
White country), he insists The Law of Dreams is 
“not about the famine; it’s really about sex, 
death, and love.” True, but how richly he 
evokes time and place while telling his tale. 
Perhaps that’s because The Law Dreams his 
family’s story — at least as he imagines it. 

His ancestors entered the Saint Lawrence 

coffin ship and disembarked Grosse fle, 
penniless and ill with typhus, 1847. the 
time Behrens was born, in 1954, his family 
had risen through society become 
part the city’s elite. But was ever aware 
their humble beginnings. 

In Canada, however, “the Irish identity 
definitely more removed than in, say, 
Boston partly for historical reasons,” 
says. big chunk Irish came there early 
on, in the 1830s and "40s, and they came at 
time when Canada was just developing, 
they were able become kind pioneer 
people.” Compare that with Boston, where 
the Irish immediately had fight their way 
through entrenched Yankee establish- 
ment that viewed them second-class 
citizens. “There was never any sort stig- 
attached being Irish Canada.” 


SNIFFING OUT THE TRUTH 

Behrens began his project with limited 

knowledge the Great Hunger. So, 
in 1996, he got to work. 

Among his sources were the nov- 
els of Liam O'Flaherty (Famine) and 
the histories Robert Scally (The End 
Hidden Ireland) and Kevin Whalen 
(Atlas the Irish Rural Landscape). 

“Then got bold enough start 
contacting their authors. started 


them. made maybe four five trips 
Sometimes they involved 
meeting people, but very often they 
involved just getting know the 
landscape.” 

Behrens’s decade painstaking 
detective work imbues his writing 
with unfeigned authenticity. 
You are there, among the “wrecks 
cabins little hamlets. Humps 
the stink moldy thatch.” 
The “snow scalped” hills. The peaty 
musk cut

Behrens knows intuitively that proper 
evocation place requires the full engage- 
ment of the senses. “I would go to Clare, 
where the famine had really happened, and 
was able really start understanding the 
way people lived on the land,” he says. “The 
physical sense of what it looks like and what 
it smells like and how light works there and 
the texture the ground. That stuff’s really 
important.” laughs. had someone 
tell me, ‘You’ve written a book about how 
Ireland 

The Great Hunger arguably the most 
epochal event Ireland’s history, second 
only perhaps independence. But Behrens 
insists he had no political ax to grind. “I 
didn’t have agenda,” says. “It’s not 
true that the British caused the famine. 
Biology caused the famine.” does see 
an interesting parallel, however. “Nature 
caused Hurricane Katrina last year. But the 
fact that Katrina happened group 
people that the current administration has 
real interest protecting defending. 
this natural phenomenon had disastrous 
consequences. Similarly, Ireland, it’s not 
that English] caused the blight, but they 
had real political agenda pay much 
heed those people.” 

Behrens, however, does care about the 
Irish, and the glib way they’re often dis- 
cussed astonishes him. “In American cul- 
ture,” he says, “there’s kind of a fascination 
with the Irish, but also kind easy ste- 
reotyping, all these ‘wees’ and ‘lads.’” While 
his book have been largely posi- 
tive, he’s been unable to shake the cringe- 
inducing headline one them: WHEN 
IRISH LADS ARE STARVING. 

“If was about Judaism the Holocaust, 
people would see right away that that was 
terrifically insulting,” says. about 
stereotyping! With the Irish, just some- 
times seems you can make all the jokes you 
want about leprechauns and drinking.” 

the same token, might have been 
easy to turn The Law of Dreams into some 
treacly, redemptive, Oirish epic, but 
Behrens was keen avoid that. strove 
for authenticity, researching and writing 
for decade. “The West Ireland that 
time was the fringes Europe. was 
barely part Europe,” points out. “And, 
in a lot of ways, 1847 was the beginning of 
the modern world.” Meanwhile, the peas- 
ants in the Connacht were living lives that 
were almost prehistoric. It was a threshold, 
utterly unique moment time. Then 
all disappeared. 

“It was destroyed two three 
years, that world.” Now, Behrens help- 
ing that curious corner history live 
and breathe again.

NOT YOUR TYPICAL HOTEL GRUB Dante treats culinary standards with exotic 


Dante surprises with successful blend 
culinary exploration and the meat-and- 
potatoes plates required major dining 
room large hotel. Chef Dante Mag- 
istris wowed Blu, possibly the world’s 
greatest restaurant sports club, and there 
are some things reminiscent Blu here: 
portions rich side dishes, crespelles 
wrapped around veggies, mushroom-crusted 
scallops, tasting platters four square sub- 
sections, even TVs showing sports over the 
bar. But since Dante also hotel, there 
steak frites entrée with beef prime 
impress visitors from the steak capitals the 
Midwest. And they’re ready try the ba- 
sil-roasted hen, even more 
impressed. tastes like turkey, not chicken, 
but guinea hen under the direction 
the turkey your dreams. 

The breadbasket initially seems little 
light, it’s comprised beautiful ultra-thin 
wheat wafers and mundane sliced white 
flatbread. The truly remarkable extra-virgin 
olive oil cruet will get you past that, but the 
white bread really finds its purpose when 
you want sop the last sauce. Ap- 
petizers are relatively substantial and can 
used as small plates for dinners, or shared. 
The “mini lobster clambake” ($12) baked 
lobster claw, three small clams, and cute 
micro-corndog made with andouille sausage. 
The sauce fennel-seafood reduction, fair 
amount, that thick enough spoon and 
good enough reach for that white bread. 

The caramelized-onion tarte ($12) incred- 
ibly flavored every bite, and nicely sand- 
wiched between wafers rich pastry and 
thin layer goat cheese. the side one 
each red, green, and yellow tomato 
with fresh basil.

The hotel guests will probably order a 
lot of strawberry-rhubarb cobbler ($9), very 
nicely made and emphasized with slightly 
sour créme-fraiche ice cream and herbal 
sorbet. also for the hot chocolate 
cake ($9), which is one of those small, in- 
tense, flourless jobs, topped with pretty good 
strawberry slices for September, more the 
créme-fraiche ice cream, and enticing side 
garnish roasted walnuts. But really 
like the fritelles ($9): eggy, meltingly good 
doughnut holes surrounded four sauces 
chocolate, mango, blueberry, and perhaps 
honey or caramel. 

And love the “ginger soda” ($9), 
actually ginger ice-cream float 
soda, topped with ginger snap and caramel 
mousse. However, you have to wait a while 
for the ice cream melt into the soda and the 
flavors to combine.
